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Anger over drug’ 
clean-up delay

ANGRY parents have com¬ 
plained that police were “not 
interested” in their discovery of 
syringes, needles and other 
drug paraphernalia on a playing 
field. 

The parents also complained that it 
took more than two hours for a council 
employee to turn up to take away the 
needles and other items they had 
gathered from the Newmarket College 
field off the town’s Rowley Drive. 

Although the field is officially 
designated for school use only, it is 
regularly used for informal play, for dog 
walking and as a pedestrian short cut. 

It is also a regular meeting spot for 
young people for drinking - particularly 
at weekends. 

Parents were alarmed when children 
playing on the field pointed out the 
needles and collected them up 
themselves when neither police nor the 
council responded immediately to their 
phone calls. 

Laura Palmer, who was on the field 
with her partner Thomas Sidebottom 
and his two children Abby, 7, and 
Lauren, 6, said: “We were so angry. If 
one of the children had been hurt by 
the needles we would be suing 
someone.” 

Miss Palmer, 27, of Ferneley Crescent, 
Newmarket, said: “When the man from 
the council came he just put the 
needles in a black bag in his car. He 
didn’t check the field for any more. 


“A child could have used a syringe 
and got infected with HIV or hepatitis 
or they might have got an air bubble in 
their blood stream. The police said it 
wasn’t a priority, but it would have been 
a priority if a child had died.” 

She said parents collected more than 
30 syringes and other drug-related 
items from the field. 

Tracy May, 38, of Freshfields, 


Newmarket, said: “It was lucky that one 
of the children pointed it out to Tom 
who called the police. 

“But when no-one came we went 
home and got a bin and some tongs to 
pick them up. My husband was fuming. 
At the end of the day we feel it’s an issue 
that should be dealt with by the police.” 

A Suffolk police spokeswoman said 
they referred the issue to council 


environmental health services. 

“It wasn’t anything we could deal 
with on a criminal basis,” she said. 

A spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council said one of their 
workers was called out from home to 
collect the needles following liaison 
with Suffolk County Council, which as 
education authority has a responsibility 
for the field. 
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Former allotment 
land scheme on view 

NEW plans have been submitted in the 
latest move in a five-year controversy 
over the development of former 
allotment land. 

The latest proposals for building on 
around an acre of land off St John’s 
Avenue, Newmarket, are due to be 
displayed for public consultation next 
week. 

Kings Forest Housing, which is 
proposing the scheme, has submitted 
a new planning application to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council to 
build 18 houses varying in size from 
three bedroom to five-bedroom. 
Previous plans, for more than 30 
homes, were withdrawn after they 
faced opposition including a petition 
with more than 100 signatures. 

People living nearby objected to 
previous plans which included flats as 
well as houses. They were concerned 
about additional traffic as well as the 
appearance of the development. 
Although part of the site is overgrown 
where plots were vacated by allotment 
holders several years ago, the 
development site includes some plots 
which are still being tended. 
Newmarket Allotment Association is 
continuing to argue that the 
development site should not include 
plots which are still in use. 

The land was owned by Forest Heath 
District Council which has retained 
ownership of the adjoining Crockfords 
allotment site. 

The latest plans are due to be 
displayed at Ditton Lodge Primary 
School, almost opposite the site, 
between 6pm and 8pm next Thursday. 
Peter Powney-Jones, chairman of 
Woodditton Parish Council which 
covers the area, said: “Because it has 
been controversial in the past we 
won’t be offering an opinion before 
then. 

“We will take note of the opinions of 
everybody who attends and support 
the majority view. We are the 
spokesperson for our parishioners and 
should reflect their views.”

Farewell to ‘an 
incredible man 


LEADING personalities 
from the worlds of 
horse racing and rugby 
packed the church for 
the funeral of former 
racehorse trainer Pip 
Payne. 

Legendary top jockey 
Lester Piggott and 1981 
Grand National winner Bob 
Champion were among those 
at the service at St Mary’s 
Church, Newmarket, on 
Monday morning. 

The service was relayed via 
loudspeakers to a small 
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crowd unable to get inside 
the church. 

Mr Payne, 61, was found 
dead in woods near his home 
in Hamilton Road, New¬ 
market, earlier this month. 

Mr Payne, who was also 
president of Newmarket 
Rugby Club, had given up 
training after a 20-year career 
in 2005 when he rented his 
stables to Sheikh Moham¬ 
med’s Darley Pre-Training 
operation.

The Rev Graham Locking, 
chaplain to the horse racing 
industry, said no words could 
come near to expressing the 
shock and anguish felt by 
family and friends at Mr 
Payne’s death. 

Readings and tributes were 
paid by fellow trainers James 
Eustace, William Haggas, 
Chris Wall and Giles Bravery. 

Mr Payne is survived by his 
wife Linda and three sons 
James, 21, Nick, 20, and 
William, 15. 

Nick read the poem To Go 
On at the service and James 
spoke of his memories of his 


father, describing him as “an 
incredible man” and “a great 
horseman”. 

His family asked for 
donations to Racing Welfare 
and the RFU Injured Players 
Foundation. 

But the floral tributes 
included one in the shape of 
a rugby ball and one in the 
shape of a horse’s head. 

The service was followed 
by a private burial at New¬ 
market Cemetery. 

An inquest into his death 
will be held at a later date.

Office block 
conversion 
plans meet 
opposition 

PROPOSALS to convert an 
office block into flats are 
being opposed by council 
planners. 

Forest Heath District 
Council planners are 
recommending rejection of 
an application to convert 
Waterwitch House, in Exeter 
Road, Newmarket, into flats. 

But Newmarket town 
councillors have said they do 
not object to the change. 

The developers, Merry 
Bond Properties, have said 
that only one tenant now 
uses a small part of the three- 
storey block and extensive 
marketing has not led to any 
new businesses wanting to 
take space in the block. 

However Dave Beighton, 
district council planner, said, 
in his report to councillors, 
that the scheme would lead 
to a loss of employment 
opportunities and the block 
should remain available to 
provide jobs. 

He also argued that the 14 
flats - 11 one-bedroom and 
three two-bedroom 
planned was not the best use 
of space in a building. 

He said the scheme was 
“inefficient use of a 
brownfield site.” 

Three people living nearby 
expressed concern about the 
scheme. Jockey Club Estates 
was also worried about 
possible disturbance to race 
horses using the horse walk 
which runs next to the 
building during the 
conversion work. 

Members of the district 
council’s planning 

committee were due to 
consider the issues at a 
meeting yesterday

Village asks 
for ‘robust 
view’ on wall 
demolition 

A ROW over the demolition of 
an historic barn wall will be 
considered by district coun¬ 
cillors. 

Parish councillors at Snail- 
well have complained that the 
flint wall was demolished 
without the necessary listed 
building consent. 

But district council plan¬ 
ners have recommended that 
the work should be given 
retrospective approval and no 
action should be taken against 
the developers Eurobourne 
Properties. 

The 19th century tithe barn 
at Church Farm Barns, 
Snailwell, is being converted 
into two houses as part of 
plans approved two years ago. 

Changes to the plans, which 
included the demolition and 
rebuilding of a lean-to section 
of the main barn, have been 
referred to East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee because of 
local concerns and will be 
considered on Wednesday. 

The developer has argued 
that the wall had to be dem¬ 
olished for health and safety 
reasons. 

The parish council has 
asked the district council to 
take “a robust view on this 
clear disregard of planning 
law.” 


Parishes object 
to fen link bridge 


A KEY bridge in the 
National Trust’s plans to 
open up countryside 
east of Cambridge is 
facing opposition. 

Parish councillors at 
Burwell, Swaffham Prior and 
Reach are objecting to plans 
for a bridge across Reach 
Lode which would be part of a 
cycle track linking up with the 
Wicken Fen nature reserve. 

The project is part of the 
National Trust’s Wicken Fen 
Vision which would create a 
network of cycle tracks and 
footpaths. 

But the 3-metre (nearly 
10ft) wide proposed bridge, 
which would cost around 
£400,000 to build, is being 
opposed because parish 
councillors say it would spoil 
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views across the fens. 

It is part of an application 
for planning permission 
which is due to be considered 
by East Cambridgeshire 
district councillors on 
Wednesday. The scheme 
includes the construction of 
embankments to support the 
bridge, the creation of two 
wetland habitat areas and two 
ponds. 

Council planners are 
recommending approval of 
the scheme. 

A report to councillors said: 
“The proposal would 
promote sustainable tran¬ 
sport links and an increase in 
tourism within the district 
creating a link to Cycle Route 


11 and a valuable crossing 
point.” 

But Cllr Allen Alderson, 
who represents the Swaff- 
hams on the district council, 
has said the bridge and its 
approach ramps would be 
“totally obtrusive” to the area. 

He warned that the project 
could also pose a threat to the 
stability of the banks of the 
lode - a waterway originally 
created to drain the fens but 
which now is higher than 
surrounding countryside. 

He said there were 
alternative routes for the 
cycle path which would mean 
that the bridge was unnec¬ 
essary. 

Swaffham Prior parish 
council said the size and 
design of the bridge was 
“totally unacceptable” and 


would degrade the landscape. 

Similar comments were 
made by Reach and Burwell 
parish councils. 

A National Trust spokes¬ 
man said the bridge had to be 
high enough to allow boats to 
pass underneath it. 

He said the design had 
already been approved by the 
trust’s own architectural 
committee. 

But, he added: “If there are 
issues over the style of design, 
we are happy to work with the 
planning authority and local 
communities to reach a 
design that will please 
everyone.” 

He said the bridge was a 
key to the Wicken Fen spine 
project which will provide the 
main cycle and footpath link 
from Cambridge.

I’m also very 
grateful to my 
supervisors in custody 
who have allowed me 
time to take on this 
charity challenge.”

TWO men have been 
remanded in custody 
accused of causing 
grievous bodily harm 
in an alleged clash 
between Indian and 
Pakistani workers in 
the horse-racing ind¬ 
ustry 

The men, Abid Sultan, 26, 
and Athar Ali, 27, appeared 
before magistrates charged 
with aggravated burglary, 
causing grievous bodily 
harm to Amjad Khan and 
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actual bodily harm to Akbar 
Khan at flats in Wellington 
Street, Newmarket, last 
Tuesday. 

Sultan, of Granby Street, 
Newmarket, and Ali, of Park 
Lane, Newmarket, indicated 
through their solicitors that 
they would deny the 
charges. 

Magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds refused applic¬ 
ations for bail on their 


behalf and remanded them 
in custody to appear at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
September 1 for a prelim¬ 
inary hearing. 

Amjad Khan needed five 
stitches to a head wound. 
He also suffered a broken 
nose, cut lip and broken 
tooth. 

Akbar Khan had bruises 
and a bloodclot to his eye. 

It is alleged that the men 
were attacked with a 
hammer and a pole after 
between 20 and 25 men 
burst into their home. 


Police described the 
attack as a “critical 
incident” which has led to 
increased tension between 
the Indian and Pakistani 
communities in the town. 

Solicitors David Stewart 
and Declan Gallagher, 
representing the two men, 
said they denied the 
charges and should be 
granted bail. 

But the magistrates 
refused bail and ordered 
that the men to be 
remanded in custody.

Plate race to close the season 


In our weekly column, 
reporter JOHN GOODE takes a 
look behind the racing scene 
to bring you news from in and 
around the stables. 


THE world’s oldest horse 
race will bring a close to 
summer racing at New¬ 
market on Saturday. 

The Town Plate race is 
being run for the 340th 
time. 

It is the longest flat race in 
the world and covers three 
and three-quarter miles 
starting at the National Stud 
and finishing in front of the 
July racecourse grand¬ 
stands. 

The race, for amateur 
jockeys, has attracted an 
entry of 16 for this year’s 
running. 

It was instituted in 1665 
by King Charles II and first 
held in 1666 to be run 
‘forever,’ although there 


have been some years when 
it has not taken place. 

Newmarket businesses 
Powter’s butchers and 
Golding’s outfitters sponsor 
the race. 

The first prize for the 
successful rider is the 
Golding Perpetual Chall¬ 
enge Plate, a £125 Golding 
voucher and a silver photo 
frame supplied by JB 
Silverware. 

Golding will also give a 
voucher to the second, third 
and fourth-placed rider, 
while each of the first four 
will receive a box of Powter’s 
Newmarket sausages. 

Newmarket Racecourses’ 
director of racing Michael 
Prosser said: “The 


Newmarket Town Plate is a 
special event and one 
which is eagerly anticipated 
by many every year. 

“It provides a fabulous 
opportunity to the riders, 
who wouldn’t usually have 
the opportunity to take part 
in competition on a pres¬ 
tigious racecourse. 

He added: “It is highly 
competitive and taken 
extremely seriously by those 
involved.” 

There is free children’s 
entertainment - and free ice 
cream for them too.

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Engineer over 
drink-drive 
limit had no 
MoT for van 

A SELF-employed plumber and 
heating engineer will have to give 
up his job after losing his licence 
for drink-driving. 

Richard Johnson, 35, of Rous 
Road, Newmarket, was given an 
18-month ban by magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds after he 
admitted driving with excess 
alcohol and having no MoT test 
certificate for his van. 

He was also fined £200 and 
ordered to pay a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge and £60 prosecution 
costs. He will have the driving 
ban reduced by four months if he 
completes a drink-drive rehab¬ 
ilitation course. 

Rosalind Clark, prosecuting, 
said a police officer tried to stop 
Johnson as he was driving his 
van in Fordham Road, Newmar¬ 
ket, just before 2am on August 5. 

The officer noticed the van 
had a defective light. But the van 
only stopped in Lisburn Road, 
Newmarket, near Johnson’s 
home. 

A breath test gave a reading of 
79 micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. The legal 
limit is 35 meg. 

Declan Gallagher, defence 
solicitor, said Johnson had not 
realised that the police officer 
was trying to stop him. 

He said Johnson had earlier 
had a “distressing” argument 
with his girlfriend at her home 
on the town’s Studlands Park 
estate and decided to drive the 
journey of about a mile to his 
home. 

He said Johnson would no 
longer be able to work as a 
plumber and heating engineer 
because he would not be able to 
take his tools and equipment in 
his van. But he said Johnson, 
who has a degree in chemical 
engineering, now hoped to get a 
job as a maths teacher. 


Old Woolies opens 
as discount store 
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A FORMER Woolworths 
store has reopened as a 
QD discount shop. 

Some of the 25 staff at the 
store in Newmarket High 
Street previously worked for 
Woolworths. 

The opening of the new 
shop, eight months after the 
closure of Woolworths, was 
welcomed by Newmarket’s 
mayor, Cllr Jane Bailey, who 
officially opened the store on 
Tuesday. 

She said: “It’s great to see 
the store come to life again. It 
was such a big space in the 
High Street.” 

QD made a £J00 donation 
to Racing Welfare, a charity 
chosen by Cllr Bailey, to mark 
the opening of the store. 

The 7,72 J sq ft store is the 
fifth new QD branch to open 
in the past four months - all 
of them in former Wool- 
worths premises. 

The QD group, based in 
Norwich, has around 30 
stores mainly in East Anglia 
and the south of England. It 
previously had a store in 
Burleigh Street, Cambridge. 

Lesley Pullen, the store 
manager, was previously 
manager of Woolworths.

Three other former 
Woolworths employees have 
found jobs at the new shop. 

Mrs Pullen was unable to 
be at the store opening due to 
a family bereavement. But 
she said earlier that recent 
closures of shops in New¬ 
market, including Wool- 
worths, had been sad. 

She said: “I am looking 
forward to welcoming some 
of the old faces in here and I 


know they will be overjoyed 
to be able to buy things which 
have been very hard, if not 
impossible, to find in New¬ 
market recently.” 

Thousands of discounted 
goods are sold at the shop 
including household prod¬ 
ucts and essentials such as 
teabags, coffee and soft 
drinks. A garden centre is due 
to open in the outdoor area at 
the back of the Newmarket

Man denies murder 
of fitness coach 

A MAN has denied murdering a 
fitness coach who took classes at 
Newmarket leisure centre. 

John McFarlane, 40, formally 
entered a plea of not guilty to 
murdering Mary Griffiths when he 
appeared at Ipswich Crown Court 
on Friday. 

Ms Griffiths, 38, suffered a stab 
wound to the chest at her home in 
Bull Rush Crescent, Bury St 
Edmunds, in the early hours of 
May 6. She was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital but later died. 

Ms Griffiths, who was a mother 
with three daughters, took classes 
at Newmarket, Bury St Edmunds 
and Stowmarket. 

Judge John Devaux remanded 
McFarlane, who lived in Bury St 
Edmunds, in custody until a 
further preliminary hearing on 
November 6. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission has 
begun an investigation into the 
way that Suffolk Police dealt with 
initial calls from Ms Griffiths in 
which she expressed concerns for 
her safety before she was fatally 
injured. 

Driver cut free after 
crash with lorry 

FIREFIGHTERS cut the roof off a 
car to free the driver after a 
collision with an articulated lorry. 
The crash happened on the 
southbound carriageway of the 
A11 between Barton Mills and Red 
Lodge on Monday night. 

The driver of a blue Vauxhall 
Corsa, which left the road after the 
collision, was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital, Bury St Edmunds 
for treatment to minor injuries. 

The carriageway was closed for 
about 15 minutes following the 
crash which happened at about 
8pm. 

One lane later opened until 
emergency services cleared the 
scene.

TROUBLED ex-jockey 
Fran Ferris has been 
banned from pubs and 
clubs in Newmarket for 
a second time after 
appearing in court on a 
drink-driving charge. 

Ferris, 28, tried to run off 
after crashing his car into a 
traffic island in Fordham 
Road, Newmarket, on Friday, 
August 7, but he was caught 
by an off-duty police officer, 
magistrates heard. 

A breath test reading 
showed 100 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath - nearly three times 
the legal limit of 35 meg. 

Ferris, of Chicheley Close, 
Soham, was banned from 
pubs and clubs in New¬ 
market for three months and 
was banned from driving for 
three years by magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds after he 
admitted driving with excess 
alcohol. 

He was also made the 
subject of supervision by the 
probation service for 12 
months with a requirement 
to tackle his drinking and 


NEARLY 100 people visited a 
mobile cancer information 
centre when it visited 
Newmarket for two days.

take part in a drink-driver 
programme. 

He was told his driving 
ban would be cut by nine 
months if he successfully 
completed a drink-drive 
rehabilitation course. 

The court heard it was his 
second drink-drive offence. 
He was banned from driving 
and given a four-month 
prison sentence in 2004 for 


visiting the centre, and many 
of them wouldn’t seek out 
help if they hadn’t seen us on 
their local high street. 

“Many visitors simply 
needed information about 
cancer or services that could 
help them, and even if they 
weren’t affected by cancer 
some just had a question or 
worry that they wanted to 
drop in and ask.” 

The information centre 
parked up in town on 


drink-driving and dangerous 
driving. 

In 2006 he was given a 
suspended sentence for 
causing grievous bodily 
harm and was banned from 
pubs and clubs in a two-mile 
radius of Newmarket for two 
years. 

The prosecution had asked 
for him to be banned from 
pubs and clubs in 
Newmarket for between six 
and 12 months for the latest 
offence. 

But the magistrates agreed 
to a shorter ban after hearing 
a plea on his behalf from a 
probation officer who said 
he felt it would restrict his 
liberty and his ability to meet 
friends. 

Michael Whatley, defence 
solicitor, said Ferris had not 
had a drink since the crash 
and had already signed up to 
a programme which offers 
support for people with 
drink and drug problems. 

Ferris was “warned off” 
from racing in April 2007 for 
five years after race-fixing 
revelations. 

He had previously picked 
up bans from riding as a 
jockey and in 2006 was ruled 
to be not a “fit and proper” 
person to hold a jockey’s 
licence.

Machine Company of Duxford Airfield flew 
the Grace Spitfire ML407 over the estate. 

Its presence was particularly poignant 
as in 1940, the 1st Lord Fairhaven who 
bequeathed the abbey to the National 
Trust in 1966, donated £5,000 towards 
the purchase of a Spitfire, the P7736 
which was named ‘Cambridgeshire’. 

During war-time, the abbey was one 
of many large country houses taken 
over by the Government for military 
use and many regiments trained on 
land at the rear of the local landmark 
including the 2nd Battalion of 
Northamptonshire Yeomanry and the 


East Ridings Fortress Company of 
Royal Engineers. Anglesey Abbey also 
played host to the local Home Guard, with 
nearly 400 men from the surrounding 
villages taking part in parades and troop 
exercises in the grounds. 

Visitors to the historic house also 
enjoyed a true taste of bygone days with a 
special 1940’s themed menu at 
Redwood’s Restaurant on the site. 

More than 2,000 people attended the 
event. 

The abbey’s general manager, Richard 
Wood, said: “Anglesey’s Finest Hour was 
yet again an outstanding success, 
enabling the property staff and volunteers 
to engage with our many visitors in 
portraying Anglesey’s role during the 
Second World War.”

S pray can in hand, 
Simon Beere is busy 
stencilling a slogan 
across the bonnet of a 
smashed-up car. It reads 
‘Drink-drive tonight, dead 
by sunlight’. 

This is no act of vandalism: the 
car is, explains Simon, about to 
become an eye-catching art 
installation - designed to make 
drivers think twice about 
drinking. 

“Drink-driving is a serious 
problem,” explains the 19-year- 
old. “In fact, I think it’s becoming 
a bigger problem all the time; I’ve 
lost a few friends because of it 
myself. This is our way of doing 
something about it: we want to 
make people stop and think.” 

Simon is a member of FLIPR a 
group of young volunteers who 
both design and deliver peer 
education projects. The car, 
which went on show in Cam¬ 
bridge last week, is part of the 
group’s latest scheme, an anti¬ 
drink-driving campaign aimed at 
young people aged 16 to 25. 

“We all feel really passionate

about it,” says famie Underwood 
who, along with Simon, is one of 
four FLIPP members who have 
dedicated their spare time to the 
campaign since die spring. 

“We did a lot of research,” 
famie continues. “And we were 
shocked by some of the things we 
found out - like the fact that 
nearly one in six of all road 
deaths involve a driver who is 
over the legal limit. Did you know 
that?” 

Led by a consortium of youth 
support services, FLIPP meets 
one night every week. “It’s really 
good,” says famie, with a grin. 
“We talk about all kinds of things 
- and I mean all kinds! It’s 
somewhere you can make 
friends. And it’s somewhere 
people really listen to you: if you 
make a suggestion, it’s never just 
turned away.” 

famie and Simon joined FLIPP 
through Centre 33, where both 
have been members of the Young 
Carers support group for years. 

Jamie, 18, cares for his mum: 


following a bike accident in her 
teens, she is registered disabled. 

“I help around the house, tidy 
up for her, make dinner and 
generally look after my brother 
and sister,” he says. “Going to 
something like FLIPP gives us a 
breather: you still worry about 
your mum, but not quite as 
much as normal.” 

Simon cares for his mother, 
Mandy, who is diabetic, 
asthmatic, has rheumatoid 
arthritis, suffers from depression 
and has mobility problems 
because of her weight: before 
gastric bypass surgery, she 
weighed more than 30 stone. 

Simon also looks after his two 
younger sisters, Katie and 
Georgina, who both have 
learning difficulties and hearing 
problems. And he finds time to 
help his dad, Vincent, who has 
suffered from mental health 
problems and cannot read or 
write. 

After being hit by a car himself, 
on his way home from school five 
years ago, Simon has ongoing 
problems of his own - with his 
leg and ankle. 

On top of all that, Simon works

at Sainsbury’s part-time. And, of 
course, he does voluntary work, 
like the FLIPP project. 

“It’s good to feel like you’re 
doing something which could 
make a difference,” he says. “And 
FLIPP is a very friendly 
environment.” 

The car (provided by Rampton 
Car Breakers in Cambridge) is a 
wreck which - thanks to die 
spray-painted slogans, a 
stomach-turning splash of blood 
on the bonnet and a bar, strewn 
with beer cans, built into the 
dash - has been transformed into 
a thought-provoking artwork. 

Members of FLIPP were at The 
Grafton shopping centre, where 
the car was on show, to answer 
questions and get young people 
to fill in questionnaires, designed 
to make them think more about 
drink-driving. 

“It’s definitely a problem 
among young people,” admits 


FLIPP volunteer Rawda Elnagib. 
“I think a lot of people will be 
shocked by some of the facts. I 
hope they are shocked, really.” 

Rawda, 16, is a pupil at The 
Perse in Cambridge. Currently 
studying for her GCSEs, she was 
encouraged to do some 
voluntary work by the school: 
spotting an advert for FLIPR she 
decided to join. 

“It’s a good way to meet 
people,” she adds. “And it’s good 
to feel like you’re helping a good 
cause, doing something 
worthwhile.” 

Although Simon doesn’t want 
to talk about the friends he’s lost 
to drink-driving, he says their 
deaths have motivated him. 

“If we can get the message 
across - that drink-driving can 
kill - all our work will have been 
worth it,” he adds. “As one of our 
slogans says: ‘Drink-drive and 
you may not survive’.” 


What is FLIPP? 

The FLIPP Project 
works with young 
people across 
Cambridgeshire - 
helping them to both 
design and deliver 
peer education 
projects. 

Those projects can 
address any issues 
which the young 
people, aged 16 to 25, 
identify as relevant 
and of interest (like the 
anti-drink-driving 
campaign). 

FLIPP aims “to 
support the self¬ 
development and 
empowerment of the 
young people 
involved”, by offering 
support, training and 
accreditation as part 
and parcel of the 
scheme. All the young 
people involved give 
their time for free. 
FLIPP is funded byV, 
the national youth 
volunteering 
organisation, and led 
by a consortium of 
Cambridge-based 
organisations: Centre 
33, DHIVERSE, 
SexYOUality, and 
Cambridge University 
Students’ Union 
(CUSU). CUSU’s 
involvement allows 
students to assist the 
project with mentoring 
and training.

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Cousins with positive attitude to 
life despite painful bone disease

S ITTING side by 
side, laughing 
at a shared 
joke, the cousins 
clearly have a 
strong bond. Only a 
year apart in age, 
the pair grew up 
together. But the 
bond runs deeper 
than that: they both 
suffer from a rare - 
and agonising - 
bone disease. 

Now in their 50s, 
Michael Resztan and 
Frances Small have been 
in and out of hospital all 
their lives. Suffering 
from diaphyseal aclasia, 
an incurable condition 
which causes bony 
growths to appear all 
over their bodies, they 
have had dozens of 
operations: known as 
Metal Mickey to his 
friends, Michael had to 
have his right leg rebuilt 
from steel after one of 
the growths turned 
cancerous. 

In pain day in, day 
out, he and Frances are 
registered disabled. 
Walking is a struggle: 
they can only manage a 
few steps. They can’t get 
dressed, tie a shoelace 
or even cut up their own 
food. 

Yet, from the moment 
you meet them, it’s clear 
both Michael and 
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Frances are fun-loving 
personalities, 
determined to make the 
most of their lives. 

“Depression does get 
you sometimes,” admits 
Michael, 58. “You get 
‘sorry for yourself days’, 
but you just have to kick 
yourself out of them. 

“The best way I can 
describe the pain is like 
having a toothache, 
sometimes a really bad 
toothache, and having it 
all over your body. But 
you have to try and 
block it out.The way I 
see it, you only get dealt 
one hand of cards in this 
life - so you’ve got to get 
on and play them.” 

Michael and Frances, 
who both live in 
Cambridge, were 
diagnosed with 
diaphyseal aclasia as 
small children. Also 
known as multiple 
hereditary extoses, the 
condition runs in 
families: Michael's 
mother had it, along 
with his grandmother. 

“Michael always had 
trouble walking,” 
remembers Frances, 57. 
“And we both had bent 
arms and legs; one of 
my arms is a lot shorter 
than the other. I do 
remember realising I 
was different from other 


children, because I 
could never do bunny 
hops or cartwheels.” 

The aclasia varies 
widely in severity: some 
sufferers get just a 
couple of bony growths 
in their entire lifetime; 
others, like Michael and 
Frances, have hundreds. 

“I had my first 
operation when I was 
five,” explains Michael, 
now a married father-of- 
two. “I had a massive 
growth on my ankle, 


which really stuck out. 
Since then I’ve had 10 or 
11 bones taken out of 
my right leg, and nine or 
10 out of my left.” 

As they grew up, the 
cousins say they were 
treated just the same as 
all the able-bodied 
children in the family. 
“My parents never 
treated me any 
different,” says Michael. 
“They didn’t let us think 
of ourselves as 
disabled.” 


“We were both 
brought up by very 
independent sets of 
parents,” adds Frances. 
“It would never have 
crossed our minds not 
to get a job or live life to 
the fullest.” 

On leaving school, 
Michael took a job as a 
ticket collector and 
crossing keeper on the 
railways, while Frances 
worked in a children’s 
home before training as 
a district nurse. 


Despite his disability, 
Michael admits he’s 
always had a way with 
the ladies: laughing, he 
says he’s “always had a 
good chat-up line”. He 
first married in his early 
20s, and had a daughter, 
Michelle. 

“Before we had 
Michelle I did go to see 
the doctor,” continues 
Michael, who says he 
was worried about 
passing on diaphyseal 
aclasia to the next 


generation. “I was told 
there wasn’t much 
chance of her getting it.” 

In fact, there is a 50 
per cent chance of 
children inheriting 
aclasia from a parent 
who has the disease: 
while Michelle did not 
develop the bone 
condition, her half- 
brother Thomas, from 
Michael’s current 
marriage, was diagnosed 
as a small boy. Now 20, 
Thomas appears to have

a relatively mild form of 
aclasia and Michael says 
his son is doing well. 

Michael’s own health 
first took a real dive 
when, at the age of 23, a 
growth appeared on his 
spine. After a bout of 
terrible pain, he 
suddenly lost all feeling 
in his legs; rushed into 
hospital, he had to have 
an incredibly dangerous 
op to remove the growth. 

“They can’t simply cut 
the growths off,” 
explains Frances. “It’s 
more complicated than 
that. I’ve got three in my 
left arm which they can’t 
do anything about at the 
moment; I’ve lost the use 
of three fingers as a 
result, because it’s 
affecting the nerves.” 

By the age of 30, 
Michael, who lives in 
Chesterton, was having 
another major 
operation: a growth in 
his right thigh had 
turned cancerous, 
requiring emergency 
surgery. 

“I went to a hospital 
appointment and they 
said: ‘Don’t go home, 
we’ll operate tomorrow’,” 
he remembers. “They 
wanted to take the leg off 
but I said: ‘No. I came in 
with two, I’m going out 
with two’.” 

Surgeons managed to 
save the leg by replacing 
the thigh bone with 
steel. “It works a bit like 
a car piston,” smiles 
Michael, giving his “half- 
bionic leg” an 
affectionate pat. 

In the aftermath of 
their many operations, 
Michael and Frances 
have developed chronic 
arthritis. “If I get two 
days out of a week when 
the pain’s something I 
don’t have to notice, 
that’s good,” says 
Michael. 

“It always seems to be 
worse at night, I’m lucky 
if I get four hours’ sleep. 

I can’t get comfortable, 
I’m always tossing and 
turning - I’ve actually 
fallen right out of bed 
twice.” 

Both Michael and 
Frances are prone to 


falling and, once they’re 
down, they can’t get up 
without help. Michael’s 
carer is his wife Karen. 
“The worst thing is 
having to get the missus 
to help when I go to the 
toilet,” he admits. 

“And I do feel guilty 
when we go out and she 
has to push me in the 
wheelchair: I know that’s 
difficult for her because 
I’m a heavy lump! But I 
care for her too: I care 
for her and she cares for 
me.” 

Frances has a live-in 
carer: called Martin Beal, 
he’s just won an award 
for being an outstanding 
student at Anglia Ruskin 
(where he’s doing a BSc 
in computer science, 
despite his work as a 
carer and his own battle 
with dyslexia). 

“I hate to admit it, but 
both Mick and I are 
dependent on other 
people,” says Frances. 
“I’d like to take this 
opportunity to thank 
Martin - he’s wonderful. 
But I’m a very 
independent person and 
I hate having to ask 
someone else to do 
things for me, simple 
things like putting on 
your socks or tying a 
shoelace... 

“I do get those ‘sorry 
for yourself days’. But 
Martin knows what to 
do: he sends in the loves 
of my life - my five gol¬ 
den retrievers - and they 
always make me smile.” 

Michael had to quit 
work 22 years ago; 
Frances gave up nursing 
seven years later. It was, 
says Frances, a real 
wrench for them both. 
Yet they still keep busy. A 
keen artist and traveller, 
Frances is always setting 
off on adventures: 
among other things, 
she’s ridden a camel 
across the desert and an 
elephant in Sri Lanka. 

Michael, on the other 
hand, prefers to spend 
his time closer to home. 
“He likes to holiday on 
the Costa del 
Chesterton,” laughs 
Frances. “He’s lived here 
all his life and loves it: 


he’s known as Metal 
Mickey, Lord Mayor of 
Chesterton.” 

“I’d rather be in my 
back garden, or down at 
the river fishing, than 
anywhere else,” admits 
Michael, smiling. “And 
I’ve got some great 
friends here.” 

Michael’s friends 
rallied round when, 
earlier this month, 
thieves stole his mobility 
scooter. Michael says it 
was a real blow: the 
scooter was his lifeline. 
Frances, also reliant on a 
wheelchair when she 
goes out, has a specially- 
adapted car (provided by 
Mobility in Cambridge). 

At times, when their 
pain is really bad, 
Michael and Frances 
have to turn to 
morphine for some 
relief. As well as the 
aclasia, which affects 
just one in every 50,000 
people, Frances suffers 
from the bowel disorder 
Crohn’s disease, asthma 
and a heart murmur; on 
an average day, she takes 
22 different types of 
medication. 

Aside from sleeping 
tablets, which he 
couldn’t cope without, 
Michael says he tries not 
to take too many pills. “I 
prefer to have a couple 
of pints,” he says, with a 
grin. 

After living with 
diaphyseal aclasia for 
decades, the cousins 
admit the disease has 
shaped their lives: as 
well as giving up work, 
for example, Frances had 
to give up dancing, a 
hobby she loved. 

But both say they are 
determined the 
condition won’t take 
over - it doesn’t define 
who they are. 

“We’ve been given 
these lives and we’ve got 
to live them to the best 
of our ability,” concludes 
Frances. “And we’re 
going to have some fun 
while we’re doing it.”

date, simply make the venue 
an ultimatum - offer to sign the 
contract and pay the deposit 
there and then. Most venues 
will still, out of courtesy, want 
to contact the other couple, but 
at least you have made it clear 
that you are serious. 

4. Join the club - When 
choosing your venue don’t 
forget to look at private 
members clubs. They are 
often unused by members at 
weekends and so offer 
competitive private hire rates. 

5. Take advantage - Make full 
use of the venue’s staff and 
their expertise, as well as their 
preferred suppliers - the 
relationship between venue 
and supplier, coupled with the 
venue’s buying power, could 
save you money.

£2.9m paid out 


over pavements

COMPENSATION payouts for 
accidents on Cambridgeshire 
pavements come to a “crazy” 
£2.9 million in the last five 
years. 

Cambridgeshire County Council is 
ranked 94th highest out of 99 
English councils for the amount 
paid out on pavement com¬ 
pensation claims over the last five 
years. 

The figures were revealed in a 
series of Freedom of Information 
requests to councils across England 
by the Liberal Democrats. 

The only councils with higher 
total payouts than Cambridgeshire 
were local authorities in 
Southampton, Stockport, Liverpool, 
Birmingham and Leeds - all heavily 
urbanised areas. 

Cllr Kilian Bourke, Liberal 
Democrat spokesman for highways 
on Cambridgeshire County Council, 
called the figures “extremely 
worrying”. He said: “The amount of 
compensation paid by the county 
council is comparable to urban 
areas like Liverpool and

Southampton, and utterly 
disproportionate for a county that 
consists largely of countryside and 
market towns. 

“What needs to be made 
absolutely clear is that this has not 
come out of the blue: it is the 
consequence of the Conservative 
administration’s prolonged neglect 
of the county’s pavements.” 

Cllr Bourke said last year’s Lib 
Dem budget had proposed an extra 


£7 million from county reserves for 
“crumbling” roads and pavements. 

Matthew Elliott, chief executive of 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance, said: “It is 
crazy the council are losing so much 
taxpayers’ money because of dodgy 
pavements.” And he added the best 
way to tackle the problem is “to keep 
the pavements at a decent 
standard”. 

Essex County Council paid £1.5 
million in compensation, Hert¬ 
fordshire County Council £1.3 
million and Suffolk County Council 
£266,771. 

Cllr Mac McGuire, cabinet 
member for highways and access on 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
said the county has more than 2,500 
miles of footpath, with the council 
carrying out regular inspections and 
responding to calls from the public. 

He added: “This year we have 
committed to spend over £3.2 
million pounds on improving our 
footpaths. 

“Obviously on occasions circum¬ 
stances can be beyond our control, 
when some defects can appear in a 
matter of days due to adverse 
weather conditions. However, we 
know we can do better as the safety 
of our residents is paramount.”

Sir Peter’s 
revival of 
Balmoral 


IN the course of a long and 
prolific career, Michael Frayn 
has distinguished himself as 
a playwright, novelist, 
journalist, scriptwriter and 
philosopher. 

But even this most celebrated of 
polymaths has met the occasional 
creative Waterloo, and Frayn is the 
first to concede his 1987 play, 
Balmoral, has run into the rough 
more than most. 

“It’s had a curiously chequered 
history,” admits the 75-year-old. “It 
was originally done under this title 
in Guildford, years ago, with Fulton 
Mackay and Andrew Sachs. Then I 
rewrote it and it was done at the 
Greenwich Theatre under the title 
Liberty Hall, with George Cole. It 
was an extremely good production, 
but it somehow didn’t catch 
people’s fancy. So I’m very pleased 
to see someone’s having another go 
at it.” 

That “someone” is no less than 
Sir Peter Flail, whose company has 
revived the comedy - set in an 
alternative history where the 
communist revolution took place in 
Britain, not Russia - for the Theatre

Royal Bath. 

But it seems even this vote of 
approval - Theatreland’s equivalent 
of a Papal blessing - hasn’t been 
enough to entirely reverse the play’s 
mixed fortunes: Last month, just a 
week before the curtain was due to 
go up, leading man Rik Mayall was 
forced to pull out through illness. 

“It’s disappointing,” says Frayn. 

“I worked with Rik a few years ago, 
when we made a film called 
Remember Me. It wasn’t a great 
success, but he was fantastically 
good in it.” 

But the show, inevitably, goes on, 
and the play will arrive at the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre this week 
with Mayall’s understudy, Steve 
McNeil, stepping into the breach as 
Skinner, the warden at the titular 
Royal residence, which has now 
been turned over to a writers’ 
commune. 

“I learned Russian, originally at 
Cambridge, in the Army, actually,” 
recalls Frayn of the play’s genesis. 

“I used to go to Russia quite a lot in 



Soviet times, for various reasons. I 
first went as a student from 
Cambridge, and then as a journalist 
and I’ve been to see my work 
performed in Russia. 

“So I got to know the country in 
those times fairly well, and I guess 
it just occurred to me that it might 
not have been Russia that turned 
Communist, it might have been this 
country, and I wondered what things 
would have been like, if we’d had a 
revolution and they hadn’t.” 

Though he was born in London 
(with his boyhood experiences of 
the city during the Second World 
War forming much of the basis of 
his award-winning 2002 novel, 
Spies) and still lives there today, 
Cambridge has played a significant 
part in Frayn’s life. Having started 
out reading French and Russian 


here, he spent the mid 1950s 
studying Moral Sciences at 
Emmanuel College. So what does 
Moral Sciences involve, exactly? 

“That was the wonderful thing,” 
he laughs, “no-one outside 
Cambridge had the faintest idea 
what Moral Sciences were, and not 
many people inside Cambridge. 

“In fact not many people in the 
Moral Sciences faculty had much 
idea what it was. 

“It was what is now called 
philosophy, and I think it’s rather a 
pity they changed the name. It 
somehow sounded rather 
impressive to people who didn’t 
know it was just boring old 
philosophy.” 

In fact, “boring old philosophy” 
has served Frayn rather well over 
the years, informing much of his 


subsequent work and even inspiring 
two well-received books on the 
subject, 1974’s Constructions and 
2006’s The Human Touch. 

“Philosophy is a way of thinking 
about things, and once you’ve 
started to think about the world in 
that kind of way, you go on thinking 
about it like that,” he says. 

“And I suppose Cambridge 
philosophy was one particular 
philosophical tradition, one 
particular way of thinking about the 
world. And I found it quite 
illuminating, and quite fruitful. I’ve 
gone on thinking about things, not 
exactly in the same way, but in the 
way that was set off by 
Cambridge.” 

Frayn’s wife Claire Tomalin, the 
acclaimed biographer of the likes of 
Thomas Hardy, Jane Austen and 


Samuel Pepys, also studied at 
Cambridge. Did they find they 
shared similar memories of the 
city? 

“Well she read English, and I was 
never any good at studying 
literature, so I could never have 
studied English,” says Frayn. “I gaze 
open-mouthed in awe at her ability 
to understand text and to think of 
criticism. And I don’t think she’s 
honestly much interested in 
philosophy. 

“But we both enjoyed Cambridge 
very much and we both got a great 
deal out of it in our different ways.”

GARDENING 


Pluses and minuses 
of rain in summer 


O n my return from 
holiday, I was 
pleased to find that 
my garden didn’t look as 
neglected as it usually does 
after two weeks away - 
thanks to the copious 
amounts of rain we’ve had 
this summer. 

There are pros and cons to the 
washout summer we’ve had so far: 
watering is obviously not such an 
issue, but wet weather brings 
diseases and pests you might 
otherwise escape in the warmer, 
drier weather. 

Tomatoes and potatoes are likely 
to be the main casualties of 
excessive wet weather in the 
vegetable patch, says Guy Barter, 
horticultural advisor at the Royal 
Horticultural Society 
“The main problem is blight, 
which affects potatoes and 
tomatoes, and with the third wet 
year in succession gardeners are 
going to encounter a lot of blight 
problems. All you can do is 
remove infected plants,” he says. 
Discoloured patches appear on 
the leaves, which develop white 
fluffy areas and often spread to 
tubers and fruits. Tomato plants 
decline in vigour, and their fruits 
are often affected. 

The aftermath of blight should not 
be ignored. Don’t grow potatoes in 
soil affected by blight for at least 
three years, use crop rotation to 
reduce the incidence of follow-on 
infection and always keep potato 
and tomato plants well apart. 
While tomatoes and potatoes may 
be suffering, many other crops 
will be benefiting, such as

cabbages and leeks, Barter adds. 
Don’t be too worried if your 
runner beans aren’t performing as 
you’d expected, or if your 
pumpkins aren’t ripening. In the 
last few years, late August and 
early September have been 
surprisingly dry, sunny and warm, 
so it could be that you get a well- 
deserved late harvest - so don’t be 
too hasty in pulling up the plants. 
Fruit trees may also be doing well 
in the prolonged wet weather, 
although fruits will take longer to 
ripen. 

Leading organic growing charity 
Garden Organic advises gardeners 
to check their fruit trees now. The 
copious amount of rainfall will 
mean that top fruit will be 
swelling, and therefore weighing 
down branches and putting them 
at risk of splitting. Reduce the 
number of fruits on the tree, and 
prop up branches if necessary, to 
stop this happening. 

Rust and scab may also be more 
of a problem on fruit bushes and 
trees during wet summers - all 
you can do is take off and discard 
all infected material, as it’s 
probably too late now to apply 
fungicides. Scab causes dark 
brown or green spots on foliage, 


and scabby, distorted fruit. Badly- 
affected shoots need to be cut out 
and burned. 

Rust diseases revel in warm, moist 
conditions, so roses are most likely 
to be attacked towards the end of 
summer. Bright orange pustules 
appear on the undersides of the 
leaves and then turn black. Once 
you have removed infected leaves, 
burn them. 

Weeds can be more of a problem 
during a wet summer, when they 
will grow more prolifically, but 
then water also moistens and 
loosens the soil, which makes 
them easier for you to pull out. 
Weed where possible the day after 
a heavy downpour to make your 
life easier. 

Wet weather brings out some 
pests, but deters others. Slugs are 
the number-one nuisance during 
a prolonged wet spell, so be 
vigilant by setting slug traps or 
picking them off by hand. On the 
plus side, some pests are likely to 
be less prevalent. 

“Insects thrive best in hot, dry 
weather. Rain in the summer 
usually catches pests such as 
aphids, caterpillars and cutworm 
at vulnerable stages,” says Barter. 
The summer washout has created 
more work in some areas: hedges 
and lawns will have to be cut more 
often, while lawns may have 
developed fungal disease and will 
need to be spiked and drained in 
the autumn. 

Some plants such as cannas, 
tender geraniums, petunias and 
nicotiana will suffer in wet 
weather as their flowers turn into a 
soggy mass or they develop downy 
mildew. However, you can give 
bedding plants such as petunias a 
good trim and then boost them 
with a liquid fertiliser and, if we 
have a warm, dry September, they 
may produce a riot of colour again. 
BEST OF THE BUNCH 
- Stipa 

This large group of perennial 
grasses, featuring both evergreen 
and deciduous types, forms tufts 
of narrow foliage above which tall 
flower stems rustle in the wind, 
providing movement and texture 
to your garden. 

You might go for a statement 
specimen such as Stipa gigantea 
(Spanish oat grass), which grows 
to 2.5 metres and whose flowers 
turn gold when ripe in summer. It 
looks beautiful planted with the 
tall, open Verbena bonariensis, 
giving an airy feel to any planting 
scheme. 

I love the smaller S tenuissima, a 
wispy feather grass which looks 
wonderful as underplanting for 
tall, lollipop alliums, or next to 
brilliant crocosmia such as the 
vivid red ’Lucifer’, accentuating 
the hue of the flowers. 

Another smaller variety, S 
tenuifolia, produces mounds of 
fine, jade-green leaves topped 
with airy beige flowers from late 
spring to late summer. Like other 
stipas, it grows well on dry soils or 
in any reasonably fertile, well- 
drained soil in full sun. 

Cut back deciduous species in 
early winter or spring, and divide 
clumps from mid-spring to early 
summer.

Scrappage boost 
for Korean cars 


THE scheme to 
promote new car 
sales in Britain has 
done wonders for the 
car industry as a 
whole, but it will also 
prove a sharp upward 
turning point on 
Hyundai and Kia’s 
popularity curve.

Work fears over swine flu 


WITH increasing numbers of 
cases recorded, the swine flu 
pandemic could become a seri¬ 
ous threat to East Anglian busi¬ 
nesses. 

Pure Resourcing Solutions 
has carried out a survey to see 
just how informed the regional 
companies are to this current 
potential threat and what, if 
any, procedures have they put 
in place. 

Media coverage and Govern¬ 
ment warnings on the impending 
threat of swine flu continue to 
grow and if figures are to be 
believed around 30 per cent of the 
public will be effected from 
August to November with employ¬ 
ee rates for illness potentially 
reaching 12 per cent of the British 
workforce during peak weeks.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
